Dr.  Guy  W.  Nesom,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Education,  died  Wed- 
nesday morning,  Sept.  15,  of  a 
heart  attack  at  the  Natchitoches 
Parish  Hospital. 

Services  were  held  at  the  First 
Methodist  Church  and  interment 
was  in  Memory  Lawn  Cemetery. 

Dean  Nesom  joined  the  North- 
western faculty  in  1937,  became 
head  of  the  department  of  health 
and  physical  education  in  1938, 
and  was  named  Dean  in  July, 
1964. 

A  native  of  Tickfaw,  La.,  Dr. 
Nesom  graduated  from  Hammond 
high  school,  earned  his  bachelor's 
and  master's  degreej  fiOii.  LCU, 
and  his  doctorate  from  George 
P  e  a  b  o  d  y  College,  Nashville, 
Tenn. 

An  outstanding  athlete  and 
ROTC  Cadet  at  LSU,  he  became 
a  successful  coach  and,  later,  be- 
came prominent  in  education, 
physical  education,  and  health 
activities  on  national,  district, 
and  state  levels.

Fall  Semester  Enrollment 
To  Set  New  Record 

Another  record-breaking  en- 
rollment was  expected  as  stu- 
dents enrolled  for  the  fall  sem- 
ester recently,  marking  the  81st 
year  of  Louisiana's  oldest  state 
college. 

Incoming  new  students  were 
admitted  to  dormitories  Sunday, 
Sept.  12,  in  advance  of  the  annual 
orientation  program.  Registration 
was  conducted  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  Sept.  15  and  16,  and 
classes   began   Friday   morning. 

Although  enrollment  figures 
were  unavailable  at  presstime, 
it  was  anticipated  f,  f,jSome  4800 
students  would  be  j;  oiled  thii 
fall.  More  than  500  xresnmen  en- 
rolled for  the  summer  session  and 
the  total  freshmen  enrollment  for 
the  fall  semester  was  expected  to 
total  approximately  1500  to  1600. 

In  addition  to  course  offerings 
for  regularly  enrolled  students 
on  the  campus,  an  expanded  pro- 
gram of  graduate  level  offerings 
has  been  initiated  this  fall  both 
on  campus  and  in  area  cities.  Sat- 
urday morning  and  evening 
classes  have  been  offered  on 
campus  and  evening  classes  have 
been  scheduled  at  Shreveport, 
Alexandria,   Many,  and   Jena. 

Housing  of  students  on  campus 
became  a  problem  in  early  sum- 
mer as  dormitory  commitments 
were  at  capacity  very  early.  Two 
new  dormitories  presently  under 
construction  will  provide  an  ad- 
ditional 1300  or  more  living 
.spaces  next  fall,  if  completed  on 
schedule. 

New  and  returning  students 
noted  five  buildings  under  con- 
struction. These  were  the  Stu- 
dent Union  building,  a  men's  resi- 
dence hall  and  one  for  women 
with  a  central  dining  hall,  and 
another  brick  apartment  struc- 
ture, replacing  a  wooden  struc- 
ture which  was  demolished.  The 
building  of  the  brick  apartment 
buildings  is  a  continuing  program 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will 
eventually  replace  the  wooden 
structures. 

A  residence  hall  for  student 
nurses  is  also  under  construction 
at  Shreveport. 

Plans  are  also  continuing  for 
the  coristruction  of  a  major  class- 
room building  near  the  Student 
Union  building.

Dr.  Joe  Farrar,  72,  former 
president  of  Northwestern  State 
College,  died  Sunday,  Aug.  1,  at 
Ochsner  Foundation  Hospital  in 
New  Orleans  and  interment  fol- 
lowed Tuesday,  Aug.  3,  in  Green- 
oaks  Memorial  Park,  Baton 
Rouge,  where  he  resided. 

Dr.  Farrar,  a  native  of  Far- 
merville,  began  his  educational 
career  as  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Morgan  City,  1919-1925, 
and  Haynesville,  1925-1934,  and 
was  later  professor  of  education 
at  LSU,  1934-1939. 

He  was  the  first  Dean  of  Mc- 
Neese  State  College  when  it  was 
a  branch  of  LSU  in  1939.  He 
served  for  some  time  as  Super- 
visor of  Higher  Education  for  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

He  was  President  at  North- 
western State  College  from  April 
1,  1941,  until  1947  when  he  be- 
came ill.  Augustus  Caryle  Mad- 
dox,  head  of  the  mathematics  de- 
partment served  as  temporary 
acting  president  during  the  final 
six  months  of  Dr.  Farrar's  ad- 
ministration. 

Upon  his  retirement.  Dr.  Far- 
rar taught  at  Delta  State  College, 
Cleveland,  Miss.  Some  two  years 
prior  to  his  death,  he  returned  to 
Baton  Rouge  and  resided  at  2925 
Morning  Glory  avenue.
